The suppression of the Catholic journal ol 
I'aris, the Univers, for publishing an ency- 
clical letter of Pitts IX., has already been an- 
nounced. This letter is dated Jan. 19, nod is 
beaded in ihe usual form. »' To our venerable 
u brethren, 'the Patriarchs,' Primates, Arch- 
,; bishops, Bishops, nr.d others, ordinaries of 
"places in grace and in communion wilb Ibo 
« Apostolic See." 

The following passages arc the .-host impor- 
tant : v : 

"Since the publication of our encyclical 
letter of Iho I8lb of Junt last year, and Ihe 
two allocutions which were subsequently de- 
livered in Consistory, you have* learnt, your 
souls lull of grief, with what evils religious and 
civil society in Ilajj isoveji)he)i/ifd,and what 
audacious and abominable acts ol revolt were 
directed both against the legitimate Princes of 
the -Italian Slates and ihe legitimate and sa- 
cred sovereignly which belongs to us, lo ibis 
Holy See ; and, responding lo our wishes and 
our cares, you hastened, without loss of lime, 
and wilh a z*al which nothing could arrest, 
lo. order public prayers iu your diocesses. You 
did not content yourselves witb Ihe letters, so 
full of devolion and lore, which you address- 
ed to us, but, io ihe glory of your name and 
older, raising the epircopal voice, you publish- 
ed writings full of science and ofptety, defend- 
ing energetically Ibe cause of our most holy 
religion, and stigmatising llie saciili^'mus at- 
tempt* directed against the civil sovereignty, 
of the Roman Church.
